This  year  was  an  election  year  in  Ellendale. 
Nearly  all  incumbents  found  they  were  running 
against  a  capable  opponent,  and  vacated  seats  were 
contested  by  more  capable  candidates.

The  blaz«,  seen  from  miles  away,  could 
only  be  contained  that  freezing  morning  as  the  fire 
fighters  worked  to  save  the  rest  of  the  buildings  in 
the  area. 


The  college  has  had  a  history  of  setbacks  in  its 
attempt  to  become  a  larger,  more  effective  college 
Boasting  one  of  the  top  I.  A.  departments  in  the 
state,  the  college  had  just  been  changed  from  a 
growing  four  year  college  to  a  smaller  jr.  college 
when  the  fire  hit.  Whether  this  will  mean  the  end 
of  the  college,  the  end  of  the  city,  the  college 
being  its  major  industry,  only  time  will  tell.
